TUTS HLAVK HILLS. 


Gen- 
Custer and his military scientific ex- 


pedition are now roioruing with the grapes 
of Eshcol aud tho nuggets of Ophlr and, 
if we can trust tho newspaper correspond- 
ents who have accompanied the expedition, 
the Garden of Eden even did not ilow with 
milk and houoy aud corn and oil to such an 
extent as do tho vaGeys among tho Black 
hills. Tho sottlori; rn tho Northwest are by 
no means the people to hoo corn when they 
can pick lumps of gold from the surface ol 
the earth and already parties of colonists 
have planned to tako possession of the couu 
try. 
Gen. Shoridau has refused to protect 


any such, parties unless lie has special orders 
so to do but tho Black hills have been ex- 
plored, tho golden reports have been pub- 
lished and tho mischief i« done. 


It seems to us that this exploration ha? 


been a groat crime or fi groat blunder. 
Tho 


territory explored lies iu tho reservation of 
the Sioux. The government promised live 
years ago to keop soldiers and settlers out of 
this district, and now it has just sent Hfteeu 
hundred sohliers there with its certainty 
that by hook or by crook settle™ will fol- 


low. 
If the government means to act in 


good faith with the Indians then tho geo- 
graphical information which Ouster has ob- 
tained is by no means worth what it'lbas 
cost. If tho government means to break it 
treaty let it do so frankly and openly. 


Of all thu years tho present was n most 


unfavorable one for this expedition. A gen- 
eral Indian war wus threatened early in tho 
Summer, aud though our susttorod military 
posts \vpre unable to properly protect the 
settlers, they wore still farther weakened 
when tho nky was black with war clouds 
that Ouster might lead ft formidable force 
where no whito man has any right to go ex- 
cept by the permission of the Indians. Thai 
a general Indian v;nr and n wholesale massa- 
cre of frontiersmen ban uol occurred is verj 
forttmut'j, but not (it all to the credit of the 
War Department. 


The Indians na well aa tho citizens of tbo 


United Btatcn have been assured that CUH- 
tor'tj expedition wan .simply scientific, bul 
doen any ono suppose that whites can be re- 
strained from Hooking into tho district of 
which such glowing accounts have been 
told? Gen. Hhoridim warns people not to go 
to tho Black hills, but the uneasy spirits of 
Minnesota, Iowa, Missouri aud tbo territo- 
ries will go where gold is said to bo abundant. 
They will bo .scalped and thorn tho army wi!' 
be appealed to for support. Let the Sioux 
make the firat effort to defend what their 
treaty with the government secures to thorn 
and all tho Northwestern members of Cora- 
gres.»wil! bring their wliiile policical influ- 
ence to bear on the Vresideut and tho War 
Department in behalf of border ruffians 
who;io grucd of gold has drawn thorn where 
they had no business to go. 


In our dealings withiho Indians squatters 


on tho Indian reservations havo made more 
trouble than anything olse. These pcoplo 
go where they will, irrespective of treaties 
and boundaries, aud tbo government noVer 
turus a deaf ear to their cry, but responds 
by breaking its own solemn covenants and 
moving the Indians to a fresh reservation 
where thesamo outrage is repeated. 
Our 


government claims to bo engaged at present 
in ln:aliuf! tbo Indians in accordance with 
tho peace policy. And now in it consistent 
to invade tho territory of tho Sioux, give 
them a capital pretest to break thoir part of 
the treaty and encourage white Bottlorti to 
squat on the hunting grounds of tho red- 
men? 


The expedition hatj been matfco and it is 


useless to cry over spilled milk, but tho very 
least tho government can now do is to exert 
itself to prevent the invasion of tho reserva- 
tion by aottlers and to utterly refuse to go 
to tbo rescue of finy whites who gol into 
trouble in tho Black hills rngion. We m 
cither kill all tho Indians or treat thorn with 
something like common honosty. 
Tho 


whites must be kept oft" tho resorvfttiony. 
If tho government doer.n't keep its word tlio 
Indians can not be expected to koop theirs. 


There seems to be no limit to tho driving 


westward of the Indians. Gon, Fopo pro 
poses an opposite course. As long as tho 
Indians move west, the whito men aro cer- 
tain to follow, and tw long nfl they retain 
hunting grounds they will rnrnmin savages. 


Gen. 
Pope proposes to move tho Indians 


eastward to reservations in the states where 
they will bo surrounded by civilization 
and whoro thoy will bo obliged to give up 
hunting for want of hunting ground!*.
